“Unless the dealer is given a more 
equitable contract and a chance to 
make a profit out of new car busi- 
ness, there is not enough dealer cap- 
ital left to last through 1932,” Mr. 
Ford continued. “Factories have the 
choice of materially changing the 
principles of the present dealer con- 
tracts and regulations or merchan- 
dising their cars direct to the pub- 
lic. New model ‘pep’ will be good 
for sixty days, but the new cars will 
then be the current models and 
dealers will be faced with the same 
used car difficulty.” 

G. H, Ford was chairman of the 
gathering of more than 350 mem- 
bers who were in attendance. 

The first speaker of the day was 
C. A. Musselman, president of Chil- 
ton Class Journal Company, who 
spoke on the business probabilities 
for 1932. He holds that if an up- 
swing of buying is apparent by 
April there is a possibility of an in- 
crease of 13 per cent. in 1932 over 
the 1931 volume. 

The necessity for business man- 
agement of the dealers’ operations 
was stressed by Edward Payton, 
management consultant, Cleveland, 
O., in his paper, “Counterfeit Money 
in the Operating Statement.” He 
drew specific examples in which he 
showed that it was not the original 
gross profit which was all-impor- 
tant, but the percentage of the 
gross which could be saved through 
good management. 

The principal point stressed by 
Payton was that service prices of 
the past cannot be maintained. He 
also stated that all of the profit 
that was coming in to the industrry

At the present moment the temptation of 
the general public when any gentleman highly placed in 
financial circles intimates that a little buying of securities 
would be welcome, is to say: “Oh, yeah,” and let it go at that. 
Nevertheless, when Gov. Harrison of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York notices the abnormally low levels 
of prices for securities, backed by some of the soundest indus- 
trial organizations in the world, we may well note the sug- 


gestion. 

In our own industry we can pick out common stocks that 
are selling today at levels which are little short of ridiculous, 
in view of the conservative management in control of the 
companies and the potential business of the organizations. 

The real point of all this is that many issues of securities 
today, selling at abnormally low levels, are so completely 
part of the financial foundations of America, that, if they 
have as little value as prices suggest, our country is not the 
sound national organism that we like to believe that it is. In 
this period of stress, we should all keep in mind that old 
warning: “Don’t sell America short.’ No one has ever sold 
America short over a term of years and profited by it. We 
have been through depressions before this and have emerged 
into new prosperity, as we shall do this time. 

Any man today who has spare capital can lay the found- 
ations of a fortune by buying securities at present levels. 
Any one can make money by going long on America, and he 
does not have to go outside the automotive industry to buy 
securities that will be the cornerstone of a fortune in the not 
very distant future. 


A Hopeful Sign 

WITHOUT LAYING OURSELVES OPEN to the 
accusation of being undue optimists, we cannot but see the 
opening day crowd at the New York show as a solid and con- 
structive sign of revival in motor vehicle business. On Satur- 
day last the number of visitors at Grand Central Palace was 
37 per cent. greater than the crowd on opening day last year. 
It was the fourth largest crowd in the history of the New 
York show, which goes back for thirty-two years. 

Certainly this indicates that the American public is 
keenly interested in the new products of the automotive 
industry. The efforts that the manufacturers have made to 
produce new and compelling values have not been in vain. 
The public appreciates the fact that the industry has pro- 
duced a great many things that interest it and it is turning 
out to the show to see for itself. 

The automotive industry is off to a good start; it is up 
to the sales division to turn the public interest into actual 
buying.

It is obvious that to impose a 


further burden on automobile own- 
through additional taxation 
might result in startling decreases 
in the taxes mentioned above that 
could easily exceed the revenue ob- 
tained by the proposed additional 
taxation. 

It is obvious that one of the rea- 
sons for the limited use of automo- 
biles in foreign countries is the fact 
that these countries tax the automo- 
bile very heavily, and thus cripple 
an industry of huge potential value. 

Based on the value of all automo- 
biles in use at the end of the year 
(estimated to be about $4,500,000,000) 
the annual taxes now levied are 
about 22 per cent. of this value. 
This is enormously higher than the 
taxes on real estate or other things. 

For these reasons we feel that 
Congress should do everything pos- 
sible to avoid further taxation of 
automobiles; that Congress should 
give first consideration to effect- 
ing the most rigid economies 
through the elimination of all pro- 
grams and activities, already be- 
gun or under contemplation, not 
absolutely essential to the proper 
functioning of the government, and 
the curtailing of all Federal ex- 
pense to the lowest possible mini- 
mum, : 

After that has been done, should 
it then be found necessary to 
secure additional income through 
further taxation, we believe that 
Congress should distribute such fur- 
ther tax burden fairly and without 
discrimination, and not by singling 
out any one industry to carry more 
than a just portion of it. 

It would seem to us that the non- 
essential or so-called “luxury” class 
of commodities should be called 






upon to be the principal partici- 
pants in any necessary relief meas- 
ures that may be instituted by Cof- 
gress, and the more essential indus- 
tries asked to join them only after 


that further assistance is required. 

Automobiles have erroneously 
been classed in the so-called “Jux- 
ury” class, as they, together with 
railroads, airplanes, boats, etc., oc- 
|cupy a very important place in mod- 
jern day transportation, each being 
j}more or less dependent upon the 
iother, and undoubtedly being very 
essential to the progress of our 
| nation. 
| It seems very likely that Congress 
may follow Mr. Mellon’s recommen- 
dation to reinstate the 5 per cent. 
tax on the sale of automobiles and 
accessories which the automobile in- 
dustry a few years ago worked so 
hard to eliminate.

CENTRIFUSE DRUMS 
ON NEW DODGE LINE 


New York, Jan. 12.—One of the 
new features of the Dodge lines is 


the braking system which has been 
installed, including the Centrifuse 
brake drum, manufactured by the 
Motor Wheel Corporation. This 
new type of drum was described in 
Automotive Daily News some weeks 
ago and constitutes an interesting 
innovation in construction of. this 
unit. 

Construction of this drum may be 
briefly and simply déscribed as fol- 
lows: A double steel spider is used 
and inside this is cast an iron and 
graphite liner. In making the drum 
the cast iron and graphite liner is 
maintained at a heat of 1,600 de- 
grees and is rotated at a high rate 
of speed, while the drum is being 
formed. This amalgamates the cast 
iron liner and the steel rim into an 
integral unit, which is designed to 
give the strength of steel and the 
braking quality of cast iron. 

The qualities claimed for this new 
type of drum are that it dissipates 
heat quickly, resists wear and scor- 
ing, will not warp and is durable, 
standing up under the frequent ap- 
plication of the brakes which mod- 
ern speeds and performance induce.

While no defintely accurate fig- 
ures can be had on the number of 
visitors at these hotel shows, unof- 
ficial estimates placed the number 
of people who streamed in and out 
at between 20,000 and 30,000 during 
the first two days, Sunday and 
Monday.

At that hotel the new youngster 
in the automotive field, the De 
Vaux, was getting enthusiastic at- 
tention and it was estimated that 
seven out of ten viewers of the 
Commodore display stopped by the 
De Vaux models for close inspec- 
tion. Marmons, Cords and a few 
airplane motors heightened the ef- 
fect of the automobile “sideshow” 
at the 42d Street hostelry. 

A third show was held by Graham 
Motors in a special exhibition room 
at 41st Street and Madison Avenue. 
Here the factory displays arrested 
main attention. A feature of the 
laboratory exhibits is a device 
known as a “stroborama,”’ seeming- 
ly magical mechanism which creates 
the illusion of stopping fast mov- 
ing parts for the eye in order to 
study their precision in action. Also 
a huge steel stamping machine 
pressed out ash trays given away as 
souvenirs. 

Fine craftsmanship was of course 
in evidence on the Cadillac-Fleet- 
wood custom built models at the 
G. M. show at the waldorf. Here 
were nine models not shown at the 
Palace at all—one an impressive 
limousine with an interior of pearl 
silk plush and gold fittings. The

up 2@ complete and harmonious en- 
semble. 

Performance in the broad term 
includes speed, acceleration, road- 
ability, riding comfort and the con- 
trol of all mechanisms required to 
operate the car, such as steering, 
gear shifting and braking. 

During the past year there has 
been an increase in the size and 
efficiency of engines which gives 
greater possibilities for high road 
speed. This, in turn, brings out the 
need for further development in the 
car to provide safety and ease of 
operation under these changing 
conditions. | 

In the attainment of high speed, I 
believe that more consideration will 
be given to the effect of the ex- 
terior shape of the car on wind re- 
sistance, and changes will gradually 
be made to reduce this resistance 
without going to too extreme a de- 
sign. The realization that it re- 
quires an additional 35 to 40 horse 
power to propel a_ conventional 
sedan 100 miles per hour over that 
required at 90 miles per hour, indi- 
cates the possibilities of obtaining 
high car speed through skillful body 
designing as compared to increasing 
the power output of the engine. 

Riding comfort has had consider- 
able thought for some time. The 
adoption of manually controlled 
shock absorbers is an improvement 
in this direction. I believe that de- | 
velopment will continue toward ob- 
taining still better riding qualities. 
In this line of development wil] un- 
doubtedly come independent wheel 
suspension. This problem is a very | 
complex one. There are various | 
schools of thought on the design of 
this type of suspension. Its appli- | 
cation of the front wheels only 
seems to have a theoretical superior- 
ity to an independent suspension of 
all four wheels. It is claimed that 
this type of suspension has more 
stability and the car will have less 
rol] on turns, especially at high 
speeds. Aside from the advantages 
of comfort and safety, this con- 
struction has additional advantages 
from the viewpoint of steering. 

The adoption of free wheeling 
has been instrumental in furnish- 
ing a simpler method of gear shift- 
ing without the use of the clutch 





pedal, whenever the car is in 
motion. This, I believe, is only the 
beginning of development which 


will be made in clutches and trans- 
missions to obtain easier gear shift- | 
ing and make their functioning a 
minimum effort to the driver. The | 
demand for quietness in interme- 
diate speeds will bring out further 
use of helical gears in other ratios 
than second and possibly the de- 
velopment of other types of gears. | 

Continued effort is being mace to 
obtain quieter operation and free- | 
dom from vibration in al] parts of 
the car. The reduction in engine 
speed for a given car speed snakes 
@ very marked improvement in les- 
sening the sound and vibration in 
the ‘car, especially at the higher

speeds. The dual-ratio is one way 
in which this has been accomplished 
and undoubtedly other methods will 
be worked out to give improved per- 
formance. 

Higher car speeds demand satis- 
factory braking. This must be ob- 
tained with very light pedal pres- 
sure and without any drag on the 
steering when the brakes are ap- 
plied. There will undoubtedly be 
Still further development in the ap- 
plication of vacuum devices and 
mechanical boosters to brake opera- 
tions in order to obtain this light 
peal pressure. The use of cast iron 
for a braking surface is a big step 
toward better brake operation, and 
I believe that much more work will 
be done in developing materials for 
brake drums, as well as for brake 
linings. 


Car ventilation is another feature 


| tion in the coming year. Closed 
bodies are now so much better in- 
sulated and sealed to outside air 
that it becomes necessary to provide 
means for the circulation of fresh 
air through the carsywithout caus- 
| ing objectionable drafts. There are 
many opportunities for development 


! along this line. 


We have heard a great deal of 
discussion recently on the rear 
mounted engine. While I would not 
|} care to predict whether this type of 
| car will ever become popular and be 
produced in volume, I do know that 
extensive development work is re- 
quired before it will attain any de- 
{gree of public acceptance. Even 
| then, there is a question of whether 
a car of this kind can show any 
outstanding features of perform- 
ance which would offset its uncon- 
ventional style. 

The front-drive car, on the other 
hand, has many outstanding fea- 
tures of performance, as well as 
having a style which is very at- 
tractive and not far from conv \p- 
tional. I, therefore, believe that 
during the coming year there will 
| be more development in this type

MOTOR FABRIC LOOM, 
PIONEER MODELS GET 
ATTENTION AT SHOW 


New York, Jan, 12.—Strange as it 
may seem, two of the most popular 
exhibits in the equipment section of 
the National Automobile Show are 
those which one might least expect 
would attract a noticeable group of 
men interested in the mechanical 
parts of motor cars and tools and 
equipment for servicing them. 

However, a broad loom in opera- 
tion weaving motor car fabric and a 
well arranged display of wool in 
various processes of manufacture 
has stopped a number of visitors 
during hours when the general pub- 
lic is excluded from visiting this 
portion of the show. 

The other exhibit which has at- 
tracted much attention is that of 
the New York Museum of Science 
and Industry showing several pioneer 
models of automobiles and a display 
board showing in motion twelve dif- 
ferent parts of the automobile in 
detail, a hydraulic jack and miscel- 
laneous devices. 

The earliest development in motor- 
propelled vehicles, displayed in 
miniature, is the Cugnot steam 
wagon, built in 1770. It has a 
spherical boiler mounted in front 
which provided, in the original ve- 
hicle, the steam necessary to oper- 
ate two 13-inch single-acting steam 
cylinders. The speed range was 3 
to 6 m. p. h. and the vehicle was 
able to run for a_ period of fit- | 
teen minutes only on account of 
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the inability of the boiler to make 
steam fast enough. It was never 
used practically, although developed 
for artillery use. It was important, 
however, in that it was the first self- 
propelled vehicle; had the first high- 
pressure piston engine developing 
continuous power, and the first en- 
gine to drive a rotating shaft. 

An early American car with three 
wheels, one in front and two at the 
rear, the Duryea, is also displayed. 
The trottle, steering and change 
speeds were operated by centrally- 
located lever. Its planetary trans- 
mission provided high, low and re- 
verse gears, It was capable of a 
speed of 35 m. p. h. 

The Holsman, another “old-timer 
developed in 1902, was powered by a 
two-cylinder opposed air-cooled en- 
gine and the drive was transmitted 
by means of cables. It was merely 
an old-fashioned buggy with high 
wheels, and solid rubber tires, 
equipped with a power plant and 
means of transmitting the power. 

The Waverly electric of 1907 vin- 
tage is included in the exhibit. This 
was a popular model driven by ladies 


in the days before the self starter. 
Batteries were required for provid- 
ing the motive power to propel this 
vehicle. These were short-lived and 
expensive and required recharging 
every 100 miles.

Lantern slides showing construc- 
tion and method of operation of 
various types of vacuum-operated 
clutches introduced on the new 
models proved an interesting part 
of the presentation.

organization, and the wide use of 
rubber were brought out. 
Adjustable shock absorbers, auto- 
matically controlled shock absorbers, 
tires, which are larger this year and 
mounted on smaller wheels; stand- 
ardization of wire wheels, power 
brakes, shatter - proof glass, syn- 
cronized transmissions, which have 
come into general use, air silencers, 
improved exhaust mufflers, new 
fans with unequally spaced blades, 
increased compression ratios and 
the practice of carrying the fuel 
supply line outside the chassis frame 
to avoid vapor lock were among 
some of the points which Mr. 
Blanchard reviewed, with a number 
of others. 

The object of a majority of im- 
provements, Mr. Blanchard stated, 
was to reduce vibration of various 
kinds. . 

The engineer had “rubbered-up’ 
his cart this year, remarked Herbert 
Chase, consulting engineer, in pre- 
senting facetiously the 1932 devel- 
opments under the title “Atrocities 
of 1932,” but, concluded Mr. Chase, 
“the advertising man has the edge 
on him in stretching it.” Comment- 
ing on the tendency to raise cowls 
while lowering roof lines at the same 
time, with consequent le sening of 
the windshield aperture, suggested 
to Mr. Chase that a vacuum-oper- 
ated manhole cover be installed in 
the roof to permit the driver to see 
the road. This device should be pro- 
vided with spring return for con- 
venience. Many of the car manu- 
facturers came in for good-humored 
“digs” in connection with the de- 
velopments disclosed on this year’s 
models, 

William H. Hanneman, in a hu- 
morous talk, provided entertainment 
for the members at the expense of 





the car manufacturers, and also 
jocularly showed the importance of

For the first time in history the 
number of registered cars on Jan- 
uary 1, 1932, will be less than during 
the previous year. This has been 


brought about by cars not being re-| 


placed in the same proportion they 


have been worn out; yet with the} 
return of confidence these former | 


users will again come into the 
market. 

Cars have been operated through- 
out the year when, in ordinary 
times, they would have been re- 
placed by new cars. This is clearly 
proved by the fact that the con- 
sumption of gasoline was greater 
during the year 1931 than during 
1930. It is therefore quite evident 
that such cars have more rapidly 
reached the stage of obsolescence, 
and must be replaced. 

A very large replacement market 
has been built up which must be 
reflected in the volume of business 
to be done during the years 1932 
and 1933—particularly 1933. As con- 
fidence is restored, the volume of 
business in 1932 will gradually in- 
crease throughout the months, 

The medium price field should 
receive the benefit of any revival of 
trade quicker thar any other price 
field in the motor industry. There 
are many reasons for this, the most 
important being that during the 
past two years the greater portion 
of the buying has been where trans- 
portation was absolutely necessary, 
and, with conditions which have ex- 
isted, many motor car users who 
formerly were interested in medium 
priced cars purchased the cheapest 
transportation available. These own- 
ers will, as times improve, go back 
to the medium price field. 

In addition to this, the decision 


to operate cars for a longer period | 


has applied more to the medium 
price field than to any other field. 
Consequently, when buying does 
start, the demand from the medium 
| price field will be very vrohounced. 
| The return of csnfidence means 
| the spending of money, a great deal 
|of which is now being hoarded. 
There are hundreds of thousands 
of people who are today operating 
cars which they will not be satis- 
| fied to continue driving for another 
| year. A very large volume of busi- 
; ness will be done if only the cars 
| that have reached the point of be- 
| ing obsolescent are replaced. 

| During the year just closing, there 
has been a further definite trend 
toward the manufacture of eight- 
cylinder cars, and the price range 
to include eight-cylinder cars has 
again come down; yet there is still 
a very definite demand for good six- 
cylinder cars in the thousand dollar 
price class. A good six-cylinder 
car not only provides satisfactory 
transportation, but, with the ques- 
tion of maintenance and upkeep be- 
ing given so much consideration on 
the part of the buyer, appeals to the 
conservative buyer. 

The distributor and dealer body 
throughout the United States has 
gone through a very trying pcriod, 
and many have been forced to pass

Again, with the obsolescence of 
cars, and with a better feeling ex- 
isting, it is reasonable to expect that 


| motor car owners will be more lib- 
| eral in their interpretation as to the 
| value of the used car they offer in 


trade when purchasing a new car, 
This will make it possible for dis- 


| tributors and dealers to operate on @& 


basis which will resuit in their se- 
curing a more satisfactory margin 
of profit on a new car sale, which 
they.so justly deserve. 

As in all lines of business, the 
attitude of bankers has not been 
very helpful to the average motor 
car distributor and dealer, owing to 
the great care which has been ex- 
ercised in connection with loaning 
money. It is quite probable that in 
the months to come banks will view 


| with more favor the desirability of 


supporting motor car distributors 
and dealers who have, through this 
period, shown their ability to oper- 
ate on a conservative basis.

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AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY 
AIDING STEEL PLANTS 
IN YOUNGSTOWN AREA 


Youngstown, Jan. 12.—Encourag- 
ing developments in the Youngs- 
town district this week are confined 
almost entirely to companies hav- 
ing a large share of their output 
going to the automobile industry 
and other consumers of flat-rolled 
steel. 

Republic Steel Corporation re- 
sumed production at its Warren 
steel works with three of six open 
hearths melting, against none in 
the last three weeks. Part of the 
steel will be fabricated at sheet and 
strip plants at Warren and Niles, O. 

Resumption of production at 
Mahoning Valley Steel Company’s 
sheet plant at Niles on a 75 per cent. 
basis is another favorable develop- 
ment. Republic is expected within 
a few days to add a blast furnace 
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to its active schedule at the Youngs- 
town plant. Improved business is 
reported by Truscon Steel, which 
operates a pressed steel plant at 
Cleveland, O., catering to the auto- 
mobile industry. 

Among eastern Ohio companies 
benefiting from the improvement in 
automobile factories is the Standard 
Textile Products Company plant, a 
manufacturer of materials going 
into automobile tops and tire covers. 
Operations of this plant are slightly 
higher at 50 per cent. and further 
improvement is anticipated. 

Youngstown district operations, 
based on raw Steel output, are 
slightly lower than last week, ac- 
cording to valley trade authorities, 
but the decline is narrow and con- 
sidered a temporary development. 
District operations are estimated at 
31 per cent. of capacity by the val- 
ley trade, against 32 per cent. a 
week ago, the loss being due chiefly 
to further weakness in the market 
for tubular products. 

Twenty-one of sixty-eight fur- 
naces making open-hearth steel in 


the Mahoning Valley are now melt- 
ing the same number as last week, 
according to mill schedules going 
into effect at the week’s start. 

The outlook for district steel mak- 
ers is increasingly affected by the 
trend of automobile manufacture, 
and mill managers are watching 
with interest the stimulation of that 
industry expected to result from the 
New York Automobile Show. So far 
in January steel buying from this 
source has not been impressive, and 
sheet and strip mills are not operat- 
ing at more than ,25 per cent. of ca- 
pacity. Republic Steel Corporation’s 
Niles sheet plant.is temporarily idle, 
as are the company’s sheet-rolling 
mills at Warren, O. 

Sharon Steel Hoop Company, 
making sheets and strip almost ex- 
clusively, is operating at 55 per cent. 
of capacity, compared with lower 
rates for the larger interests. 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany is operating at 18 per cent., 
against 20 per cent. a week ago, 
while Carnegie Steel Company, at 
33 per cent., and Republic Steel 





Corporation, at 32 per cent., show 
unchanged operations. 

District manufacturers still believe 
that January will show a moderate 
improvement in mill operations, 
particularly for sheet and _ strip 
makers serving the automobile in- 
dustry.

In addition to many re- 
strictive provisions which hamper 
motor use and which vary in every 
state, Mr. Fenner cited the growing 
burden of taxation, which is detri- 
mental to the interest of the public 
in limiting the extent of the trans- 
port system available to them. 

Prominent among the delegates 
from other countries was Sir Will- 
iam Letts, past president of the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, who stated that closer co- 
operation between countries and a 
more optimistic viewpoint should 
make for better business conditions 
in 1932.
